OUR NEW CLIMATE. 
We have also aniiexed new climates. 
& The Philippines, as all travelers agree, have a climate in 
which a man from the temperate zohe can keep alive only 
with the greatest difficulty, and can keep well only by never 
forgetting for an instant to guard his health. 

Malaria is the lot of all who dwell there. Tropical fevers, 
tropicai plagues, such as smal!lpex and leprosy, thri¥e and prey 
upon natives and newcomers. 

The air is hot as well as moist, and only the most rigid com- 
ers from. temperate climates are able to resist the universal, 
innate and incurable idleness, 

Of \lawaii we already know much—a gorgeous beauty of sky 
and earth—a paradise in which lurks leprosy. 

In both these domains the cnly possible labor that is com- 
mercially productive is contract labor not distinguishable from 
the harshest slavery. This fact is due chiefly to the climate. 

In Cuba the semi-tropical clime makes conditions tolerable 
only to the acclimated by inheritance. Residence all the year 
round in the Cuban cities and plains is impos-ible for the white 
races. The heat and the diseases bar the white laborer. 

Porto Rico, called ‘‘the most healthful of the Antilles,” is a 
delightful winter resort. Eut white men from the United 
States will never live there longer than for the brief winter 
season. 

As a whole the new climates added to the long-established 
American varieties are not attractive to the healthy, vigorous 
white races. These races will not labor in them, will not thrive 
in them, will not voluntarily live in them. And they stunt and 
weaken and ravige and render indolent and savage the native 
races. 
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BIGGER, BUT IS IT BETTER? 

Yes, it is undoubtedly a bigger, o greater United States. 
But is it a better United States? 

With these areas in the Asiatic hemisphere come millions 
of Asiutics—yellow, brown and black. With all these areas 
near and far come peoples alien in blood, alien in thought 
alien in habits, customs, manners. ; 

A few of them in the West Indies are somewhat akin to our 
home negroes who constitute such a menacing race problem. 
But even that kinship is slight, remote. 

And these new people will be Americans, citizens of the 
United States at once, perhaps. Are they not entitled to the 
rights guaranteed to us by our constitution? Do they not 
come in under our Declaration of Independence, with its sweep- 
ing assertions of universal equality and of no government 
without the consent of the governed? Was it wise, is it wise. 
toadd these problems, inseparable from the incoming of these 
new Asiatic, South Sea and West Indian ‘‘Americans,”’ to our 
present problems? Are we or are we not enlarging our com- 
merce to any great extent? Is this enlargement commensur- 
ate with the enlargement of our difficulties? 

Bigger? Yes. Greater? Yes. But, better? 


TLE PRESIDENT AND PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

It is a. matter of record that the President did not at first 
intend to demand the surrender of all the Philippines. The 
protocol is proof of that. In explanation of the expansion of 
the President’s views it is said on his trip vie the West 
he became satisfied that ‘“‘public sentiment” required the ac-’ 
quisition of the entire archipelago, 

However, public sentiment is a very volatile and fluctuating 
force. Action and reaction is its law. The question is, where 
will the President and his administration stand when the 
reaction shall come? They are bound irrevocably to the ut- 
most limit of “expansion” by the treaty which Spain has ac- 
cepted under duress, One member of the Cabinet says frank- 
ly: “I am an imperialist.””. When the full measure and the 
inevitable, unpitying consequences of this policy shall begin 
to appear, what can the President do? “Public sentiment” 
can change, but he cannot. He is committed at last to a 
definite policy. 

Has he forgotten the swift reaction from the war spirit in- 
voked by President Cleveland’s Venezuela message? Is there 
no lesson in the “tidal wave’’ which landed Mr. Cleveland in 
the White House in 1884 and left him stranded in its recession 
in 1888, only to be recalled*by a larger vote in 1892, and yet to 
see his party buried under more than 600,000 plurality four 
years later? 

For Mr. McKinley and his party the “die is cast”’ on the issue 
fimperialism.

DECISIONS IN TWENTY-ONE CASES 


FROM THE ST. LOUIS 
COURTS. 
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SEVENTEEN WERE AFFIRMED. 


Ameng These Was That in Which 
Caroline Puhr Got Judgment 
Against the Harugari Society. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals handed 
down twenty-one decisions Tuesday morn- 
ing. All the were from the Circuit 
Courts of St. Louls. Seventeen sustained 
the judgments of the lower court, two re- 
versed them and two were sent to the 
Supreme Court as_ involving’ constitu- 
tional questions. 

In the case of Caroline Puhr against the 
Grand Lodge of the Order of Harugari, 
the plaintiff sued for $700 life insurance 
which her husband carried. The facts ad- 
mitted were that Henry Puhr had in 1892 
taken a membership in the Harugari so- 
ciety upon the condition that $700 would 
be paid at his death to his wife; Caroline, 
or any other person whom he might name 
in his wil, 

In May, 189, he became careless of his 
obligations to his society and fell into ar- 
rears with his dues. His arrearage con- 
tinued through the months of June and 
July. The treasurer of his lodge sent him 
registered letters every month, requesting 
him to pay his dues. In July his case was 
discussed in the lodge room and the trens- 
urer was ordered to notify him finally that, 
if his indebtedness had not been satisfied by 
July 31, hts name would be stricken from 
the rolls of the society. He refused to com- 
ply with the request and announced that he 
would not continue his membership with 
the society. At the meeting of the lodge 
July 31 no action was taken on his case 
and his name remained on the membersaip 
list. He died Aug. 6 and hie widow, Car- 
Oline, sued for the insurance. The Appel- 
late Court affirms the judgment of lower 
court that plaintiff was entitled to recover 
because Puhr'’s name wae on the lodge rolls 
at his death and that he had not been for- 
mally expelled, though the lodge had a 
right to expel him., 

e case of Veronica Fronta vs. The 
Bohemian Catholic Central Union was sent 
to the Supreme Court on the ground that 
the defendant has a clause in its bylaws 
refusing membership to any but a Catholic 
in good standing, and it describes what a 
Catholic must do to have such standing. 
The appellate court ‘thinks that this 
Clause may be in restriction of religious 
liberty.

One thing is irrevocable. Spanish rule is driven for all time 
from Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. Our course 
comparatively easy in Cuba and Porto Rico, but the dispoal- 
tion of the Philippines is a problem yet to be solved—a prob- 
lem possibly of supreme import, as it may affect the character 
of American institutions and the destiny of the people. 

If we hold the Philippines for the Filipinos until they are 
ready for self-government it will be an act of generous politi- 
cal charity. It will cost us a vast sum in money and effort. 
but it will not necessarily affect our own scheme of govern- 
ment and our destiny. 

If we hold the archipelago as an essential part of territory 
of-the United States to be admitted into the Union With the 
consent of the people when they are prepared for statehood 
we shall undertake a difficult task of doubtful expediency. We 
fling out our boundaries to a dangerous extent, involving great 
cost for defensive armament, and admit for assimilation with 
our pepulation a medley of undesirable people. But this course 
preserves practically the principles upon which our institutions 
resf. 

If, on the other hand, we hold and pPovern the Philippines 
as an imperial colony subject to yet not a part of our gov- 
ernment and people we undertake a radical departure from 
the logical of republican government. We diverge 
from the fundamental] principles of our institutions and scheme 
of government. If not technically unconstitutional such a 
policy will be extra-constitutional. The constitution as a safe- 
guard against government which not rest solidly upon 
fundamental political rights will 
broken that a-coach and four may be driven through it.

Telling of his experience on the night of 
the fire, Mr. Sink said:

In an instant, 
a sheet of flame and smoke went through 
our room with the draught. We could 
hear streams of water against the wall.

I grabbed some blankets, soused them in 
water, and threw them over our heads. 
Then we began to grope our way along 
— corridor to the steps—It seemed a mile 
ong. 

“On our way we could hear women and 
children prayin and screaming on the 
floors below. he elevators had _ stopped, 
but we kept feeling our way down the ha!! 
to the g —hoing | on the Powell street side. 
Several times stepped on hot fron or tin 
and blistered my feet. Mrs. Sink held my 
hand tightly, and braved it through nobly. 
When I opened the door of my room 1 
gulped down a lot of smoke and flame 
which has nearly ruined my lungs. 

“T have lost nearly everything I ever had, 
except some cash my father took with 
him the night before. We had just rented 
a dwelling and intended to move soon.” 

Mr. Froel'ch and wife were asleep on the 
third floor of the hotel when the fire broke 
out. He says: “The elevator was about 
to stop. and the scene at the doors on the 
third floor was one I never care to see 
again. A dozen women were struggling to 
get near the cage door. They knew all 
could not get In at once, and felt it was 
their last chance. The place was in total 
darkness most of the time, but the flerce 
struggle never stopped, » The little clothing 
many of them had on‘was torn off in the 
scramble. Those who were crowded back 
from ,the cage passed the time praying. 
crying or running aimlessly about. When 
I last saw Judge Carter he was wrapped in 
a blanket, running down the corridor, lead-

If any one banged at our door we did 
not hear the noise. When we were awak- 
ened by my little dog, which jumped on 
the bed and barked and howled, the under 
part of the bed was on fire.

The flames were 
then so fierce in the room that. though my 
overcoat Was only five feet away, I did not 
dare to even reach for it. I lost every- 
thing which I had in the world except two 
suits of clothes, which I recovered to-day.”’

In the board meeting, 
when the Superintendent's recommenda- 
tions came in. there was a recommendat:on 
for the re-employment of Miss Roak and 
Mise Hitch at increased salaries. 

‘‘Miss Roak and Miss Hitch called upon 
me the following year and made a protest 
against the re-employment of Matron Duns- 
combe. I disagreed with them.” 

In answer to a question by Mr. Hawes, 
Mr. Blewett said diplomas were issued 
upon reports of all the teachers and not 
solely upon the recommendation of Dr. 
Sibley. 

“Do you know Walter Kelly?’ 

“Yes. He was called before our board on 
a charge. of obscenity and suspended.”’ 

“Is it the policy to grant trials to offend- 
ing pupils?’’

Miss Burrow eaid the food was bad and 
that Dr. Sibley neglected his duty. 

Lena Owens’ only complaint was that the 
food was not good or sufficient, and the 
laundry work was not satisfactory. 6ne 
Knew nothing of any dishonesty on the 
doctor’s part. 

She had seen him visit the room of a 
female teacher, and had heard that teach- 
er say ‘she wished to be alone with him. 
She knew of girls who had been expelled 
without trial. 

Lizzie Rodney proved to be not a half- 
bad witness for the defense. The food was 
bad, she said, but she knew of no dis- 
honesty, no immorality, and she was gener- 
ally satistied with the teachers and the 
instruction she received. She had been ill! 
two days in four years. 

Daniel Barnes’ testimony was of a simi- 
lar nature. He complained of the food, but 
knew nothing of Dr. Sibley discouraging 
the prayer-meeting and Sundavy-school. 
Twice he had seen Dr. S'‘bley come out of 
a woman teacher's room. 

When examined by Col. Hill, Barnes 
complained that Dr. Sibley did not take a 
personal interest in him, and that the doc- 
tor did not readily respond to his calls for 
treatment when he was iil. On cross- 
examination Barnes said the prayer-meet- 
ing dwindled because the pupils lost fa‘th 
in the jeader. a woman teacher. whose 
room, they said, Dr. Sibley visited. Barnes 
also complained that Dr. Sibley did ‘not 
Vicit the classrooms, 

Roland Howell's testimony was unim- 

ortant, except as showing the much re- 
terated bad quality of the food. He knew 
of no immorality. 

Henry Turner's direct testimony was ofa 
Similar nature 

Henry Kriempelmann knew nothing of 
any dishonesty or immorality on the doc- 
tor’s part, but complained of the food, The 
meat, he said, was often nearly rotten. He 
said he broke his leg, and that the doctor 
who set it said it would never be right, be- 
Cause of lack of attention. Dr. Young 
made him show the leg, and said it was a 
good job. 

Effie Main’s chfef complaint was that the 
food was bad and Dr. Sibley showed no 
personal] interest in her. 

Eliza White testified to the same effect, 
She could seldom find Dr.. Sibley when she 
wanted him. 

Hatlowe Howell testified to the bad food 
and the breaking up of the prayer meeting 
because of loss of faith in the woman 
teacher who conducted it. He said he saw 
the doctor enter this lady’s room without
